He and Reid Engage In Sharp but 
Good Natured Railery. 
London, May ^ -W illia m J. Bryan 
was tho central figure at tho annual 
Independence day dinner of the Amor- 
lean society ct the Hotel Cecil Wed­ 
nesday, 
Nearly 
SUO

guests surrounded the society s boa , d 
and cheered patriotic sentiments with 
the peculiar zest horn of exile. 
Am­ 
bassador Whitelaw Reid and Mir IBry­ 
an engaged in some sharp, hut JOOd- 
humored railery and baiUerOVer polit­ 
ical differences, the crowd enjoying 
the sport with cheers and shouts of 
laughter. 
Mr. Reid. In respondin'? to Sir S. W. 
Richmond’s graceful proposal of his 
health, said 
with reference to Mr. 
Bryan: 
At home, as a Republican. I have 
openly and squarely opposed him at 
every stage of his conspicuous career. 
I am reasonably sure that when I re­ 
turn home I shall continue to do the 
same. 
I believe he tonight is as well 
satisfied as I am, that the country we 
both love and try to serve has not been 
ruined by its gold standard. 
As to 
its official representative of its peo­ 
ple, without distinction as to party. I 
am glad to welcome him here as a typ­ 
ical American, whose whole life has 
been lived in the daylight, and one 
whom such a great host of my coun­ 
trymen have long trusted and hon­ 
ored.” 
Mr. Bryan, rising amid laughter ami 
cheers said: 
“The temptation to make a political 
speech is strong within me. 
I have

dor's remarks on gold, I wish to say 
that when I see the progress my coun­ 
try has made walking on one leg. I 
wonder what it would have done walk­ 
ing on two. 
It Is pleasing to testify 
that the ambassador 
not only has 
fought me. but that he has done it 
well. No American rejoices more than 
» that he is 3,000 miles away from his 
base. 
While abroad I have met many 
good Republicans, holding office, and 
I only wish there were enough officers 
abroad to fake all the Republicans out 
of the colin try.” 
Chairman W. F. Jones proposed the 
health of King Edward, and Hayward 
Green, president of the Canadian so­ 
ciety, and member of parliament for 
the City of New York, proposed the 
health of President Roosevelt. 
When they arose to drink the toasts, 
the crowd discovered Mrs. Nicholas 
Longworth in the gallery and cheered 
and drank her health. 
Following the passage between Am­ 
bassador Raid and Mr. Bryan the lat­ 
ter read his formal speech.

ing of the speech proved a disappoint­
